Second graders are learning about Chris- 
topher Columbus. We are also beginning to learn about 
the life cycle of a frog and learning to write our first 
names in cursive.

They had a great 
time measuring the heights of the fourth graders and the 
first graders and comparing the data.

Fifth graders are learning about Early Ameri- 
can History in Social Studies. They are participating in 
simulations such as explorers searching for a faster 
route to the Indies, and establishing early colonies in 
North America. 

Math News 

Fifth grade is discovering patterns in multiplying num- 
bers by 10 and 100 and factoring numbers. 

Sixth grade is working on a unit that leads to using 
prime factorization to find the GCF (greatest common 
factor) and LCM (least common multiple) of a set of 
numbers. 

Seventh grade is writing equations about real world 
experiences and showing information in table and graph 
form. 

Eighth grade is solving linear equations through graphs, 
tables, and number form.
